(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Rabarot at a! essentially for reasons of record noting the following. 
It is submitted that the silicon substrate (86) that houses or holds both the lens (84) and 
the microbeams (82) constitutes part of the micromechanical structure as set forth and 
readable on the instant claims. Hence, structure in Rabarot that would correspond to 
the instant micromechanical structure is in fact made of a different material than the light 
shaping unit— lens 84— of the applied reference. While the microbeams of Rabarot et 
al are indeed made of the same material as the lens 84, the instant claims are not so 
limited. They merely require that a micromechanical structure be made from the carrier, 
and the carrier be of a different material than the lens, and the applied reference meets 
these limitations. 

2.Applicant's arguments filed December 15, 2008 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. While applicant notes that the applied reference makes the 
microbeams — ^which move the lens — of the same material as the lens itself, such is not 
persuasive of error in the rejection. The instant claims do not require that the 
microbeams be made of a different material or even that the microbeams be made form 
the carrier. Rather, claim 1 recites "forming a micromechanical structure... from the 
carrier" and the applied reference meets this portion of the claim. The aspect of the 
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order of formation is submitted as obvious for reasons already noted. The instant 
drawings look good and are acceptable. However, the instant claims are respectfully 
submitted to be obvious over the applied art.
